A  mother  was  once  teaching  her  little  daughter  to  make  the 
sign  of  the.  cross.  “In  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son, 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,”  repeated  the  little  girl.

DON'T  WED  HIM  NOW 

Beware  of  war  marriages!  This  is  the  advice  of  Dr.  Arthur 
Todd,  chairman  of  the  department  of  sociology  at  Northwestern 
University.  Pointing  out  that  many  of  the  same  couples  who 
are  storming  marriage  license  bureaus  today,  will,  when  peace 
comes,  be  clamoring  at  the  doors  of  the  divorce  court,  Dr. 
Todd  says: 


“During  wartime  men  are  more  reckless 
of  the  future  and  think  little  of  its  re¬ 
sponsibilities.  Young  women,  moved  by  a 
sort  of  patriotic  urge,  often  marry  the 
uniform  rather  than  the  man  who  wears  it. 

“Fed  on  ideas  of  romance  as  presented  by 
the  movies,  radio  and  popular  stories, 
young  people  are  likely  to  enter  marriage 
heedlessly,  seeking  romance  simply  as  an 
escape  from  the  hard  realities  of  war. 
They  are  not  prepared  for  marriage  because  they  don’t  see 
it  as  the  first  chapter  of  a  life-long  partnership,  but  as  just 
another  one  in  ‘Let's  Have  Fun'.” 

Wisely,  Dr.  Todd  suggests  an  engagement  for  the  duration 
and  marriage  afterwards,  even  for  the  couples  who  know  each 
other  well.  Almost  by  coincidence,  Archbishop  Glennon  of 
St.  Louis  writing  at  the  same  time  as  Dr.  Todd,  recommends 
to  young  Catholic  men  and  women  that  they  substitute  the 
solemn  ceremony  of  engagement  as  outlined  in  the  Roman 
Ritual  for  the  hasty  ill — prepared  marriage.  Commenting  on 
Ihe  engagement  during  wartime  as  a  substitute  for  marriage, 


I  )r.  Todd  remarks : 

“This  arrangement  gives  a  man  some¬ 
thing  to  look  forward  to  as  a  reward 
and  an  incentive  to  keep  himself 
decent.  The  period  right  after  mar¬ 
riage  with  all  its  emotional  coloring 
is  all-important  to  good  adjustment. 

A  sudden  breaking  off  at  that  time  or 
a  deferment  of  daily  life  together 
makes  adjustment  harder  later  on. 

“Even  for  those  lucky  couples  who 
can  have  several  months  together  before  the  husband  must 
leave  for  the  wars  I  do  not  recommend  marriage.  The  better 
the  adjustment,  the  greater  the  dependence  they  develop,  the 
greater  the  strain  of  separation.”
